Gypsy Superstition. 


The reader who is familiar with the 


rel.cicms observances of India is prob- 
ably nwnro of the extraordinary regard 
in which tho cup is held by many sects. 
In Germany, as Mr. Liebicli declares, 
drinkiug cups are kept by tho gypsies 
with superstitious regard, tlio "tmost 
care beiug taken (hat they never fall to 
the cround. " Should this happen, the 
cup is never used again. By touching 
the cround it becomes sacred, and should 
no more bo used. When a gypsy cares 
for nothing else, ho keeps hix drinking 
cup nnder every circnmstfincc. 
1 haw 


not been nblo to nseertniu whether this 
species of regard for tlie cup ever existed 
m England, but I know of many who 
could not be induced to drink from a 
white cnp or bowl, the reason alleged 
being the very frivolous and insufficient 
one that it reminded them of a blood 
basin. It is almost needless to say that 
this could never Imvc been the origin of 
the antipathy. No such consideration 
deters English peasants from using white 
crockery drinkingvessels. In Germany, 
among the gypsiss.if a woman lias trod- 
den on any object, or if the skirt of _hor 
dress has swept over or touched it, it is 
either destroyed, or. if of value, is dis- 
posed of or never used again. I found 
on inquiry that the custom still prevails 
among the old gypsy families 111 England, 
and that if the object be a crockery plate 
or cup, it is nt once broken, i or this 
reason, even more than for convenience, 
real gypsies nro accustomed to hang 
everv cooking utensil, and all that ap- 
pertains to the table, high up iu their 
wagons. It is almost needless to point 
out how closely thc-so ideas agree vvith 
those of many Hindus.—Tlie
